Appeals in Divorce Cases 


Hereafter, according to the effect of 
the 
Supreme | 
Court ruling, holding that decrees of divorce may be re-j 
viewed on error by the court - of appeal, divorced people 
w ill be compelled to wait a longer time before being able 
to again enter into a marriage contract. 
Heretofore the decree of divorce granted by the com­ 
mon pleas court was final. 
There was no appeal because 
the divorce statutes specifically provided that there was to 
he no appeal and no prosecution of error. 
The Supreme 
Court holds that the constitutional 
changes 
regarding 
judicial procedure set that 
lim itation 
a- to appeal 
at 
naught and that higher courts can now review a divorce 


decree. 
The eft ect of that ruling should Ire beneficial on soci­ 
ety. 
It should make trial court- more caution- in grant­ 
ing divorce decrees, make them examine more closely into 
the facts and to see to it that a real ground for divorce ex­ 
ists and that abundant evidence supporting the claims i- 


adduced. 
The effect of the ruling, too. will be to prevent hasty 
remarriages. 
Those who contemplate remarriage w ill be 
compelled to wait until the time for appeal or the prosecu­ 
tion of error to the higher courts has expired because the 
decree will not be binding until that period has elapsed. 
This will slow up the impulsive folks until they have had 


time to consider.
